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FINAL ACTION 



The petition of 02-24-03 has been granted, and thus, the abandonment has been 
withdrawn. The amendment of 7-19-02 is acknowledged. Although the added provisos have 
overcome the previous double patenting rejection, and the teaching of Baker et. aL, they have 
raised the issue of "New Matter" for the intended subgenus. Claims 1-4, 6, and 13-18 are 
pending. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1 . Lack of Written Description: Claims 1-4, and 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 

first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 

contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 

reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 

application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 has been amended with 

a proviso for ring D to overcome the double patenting rejection; however, said proviso does not 

appear to have support in the specification in terms of species or a "preferred embodiment". 

Also, at the end of claim 1, provisos (a) and (b) have been added. While proviso (a) gets support 

from the disclosed species, proviso (b) does not appear to have support from said species, nor

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does it get support from a "preferred embodiment". Therefore, the subgenus from proviso for 
ring D, and proviso (b) in claim 1 does not have written description. Note, even a negative 
limitation requires description, Ex Parte Grasselli, 231 USPQ 393. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 6 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. Claim 6 is directed to species that are not claimed in US 6,339,099 
Bl, nor taught in the prior arts of record. Claim 1 8 depends on claim 6, and thus, is not taught 
either. 

References cited on PTO-892 

3. Refrenceces cited on PTO-892 show state of the art. The closest teaching is Galemmo, 
Jr. et aL (US 5,998,424 & US 6,403,620 Bl - commonly assigned), discloses the possibility of 
an ethylenedioxanephenyl-(ring M). However, the ethylenedioxane does not form an aromatic 
ring equivalent to the instant ring D. Therefore, the teaching of Galemmo, Jr. et. al. cannot 
render obvious the instant compounds. The second closest reference, Anantanarayan et. aL 
(US 5,932,576), discloses the possibility of a compound having the combination of pyrazolyl- 
quinoline. However, it fails to teach a substituent equivalent to Z-A-B. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
